PROMINENT .JURIST INVOLVED. 


A Heroic W oman Im perils Her

Creighton Convicted.

San F ra n c isc o , October 1. — An_ 
other great sensation was occasioned 
to-day by the publication of a new 
episode in the Sarah Althea Hill suit_ 
Ex-Judge I). S. Terry, one of the coun­ 
sel for Sarah Althea Sharon in the 
well-known suit against the executors 
of the estate of the late Senator Sharon 
has tiled an affidavit in the Superior 
Court, in which he charges that one 
of the defendant’s counsel, who was 
an ex-Judge, during the trial of the 
case in the Superior Court offered 
Judge Sullivan, before whom the case 
was tried, checks duly signed with 
the amount left blank, to be filled in 
by the Judge, if he could be tempted 
to accept the bribe, with such sum as 
he might choose as a consideration for 
deciding the case in favor of defend­ 
ant. The only one of Sharon’s coun­ 
sel who is an ex-Judge is Oliver P. 
Evans. It is understood that Judge 
Evans called upon Judge Sullivan after 
the affidavit had been made public 
and demanded to know if he was au­ 
thority for the statement, but Judge 
Sullivan declined to give a definite 
answer. 
A SANGUINARY RESULT FEARED. 
Among the few people who are cog­ 
nizant of all or part of the facts of this 
affair it has created a profound sensa­ 
tion. Said one gentleman to-day: 
“This is the most serious matter tliat 
ever concerned the bench and bar of 
this city, and how it can end without 
bloodshed I cannot conceive. Judge 
Terry is everywhere regarded as a 
man of truth. Judge Evans, I under­ 
stand denies the charge in toto and 
insists that he is the party pointed at. 
Judge Sullivan is regarded as an up­ 
right judge and a man oí honor. 
Terry, if he was informed of the open- 
check offer, could only have had one 
source of information; the party to 
whom the offer was made, if it was 
made. 
RETICENCE COUNSELLED. 
Friends of Judge Sullivan in whom 
he has confidence, it is stated, have 
advised him under no circumstances 
to make any statement to the press at 
present. __________________ 


A »Uter*e H eroism . 
T em pleton, October 1. — On the 
ranch of Newell Stone, G. A. Peter­ 
son, who was digging a well for Stone, 
went down the well this morning and 
was overcome by gas. His sister, Miss 
Annie Peterson, insisted upon going 
down to his relief, and was also over­ 
come. A third party went down part 
way and gave a sign to he hoisted out, 
as the gas was overpowering. A mes­ 
senger was immediately sent to this 
town for assistance, which was quiek- 
ly given. On the arrival of assistance, 
a party was lowered into the well. 
Miss Peterson was brought out barely 
alive; her brother was brought to the 
surface immediately after, but life was 
extinct. The doctors think that by 
careful nursing and attention Miss 
Peterson may recover. 


T h a t E m b ra cery C ase. 
San F ra n c isc o , October 1.—The 
case of Ex-Senator Creighton, charged 
with jury-bribing closed this after­ 
noon. Judge Sullivan, in charging the 
jury, instructed them to find defend­ 
ant guilty if they believed he had 
offered to corrupt jurors. Whether 
any money had been paid or not was 
immaterial. The ljury then, at three 
o’clock, retired. 
GUILTY AS CHARGED. 
The jury in the case of ex-Senator 
D. J. Creighton, indicted for em­ 
bracery in attempting to bribe the jury 
in the case of the Widow Wright vs. 
the Sutter street Railroad Company, 
returned a verdict of guilty. Sentence 
was set for next Thursday. The pen­ 
alty is from one to ten years’ impris­ 
onment.

San Jo se, October 1.—Woolsey 
Shaw, aged 78, a prominent farmer 
and orchard ist, residing near Ber- 
ryessa, has filed a complaint charging 
his wife with having defrauded him of 
his estate in the sum of $5000, having 
by undue pursuasions induced him to 
deed the same to her and afterward 
selling the estate and preparing to 
leave him, and prays that the court 
compel her to return the said premises 
to him and enjoin her agents and at­ 
torneys from all further connections 
with the estate.

S an FrA ncihco, October 1.—The 
United States revenue cutter Bear 
arrived here from Ounalaska this 
evening. She reached Ounalaska from 
St. Michaels August 24th, and gave 
Frank Fuller, the murderer of Arch­ 
bishop Seghers, into the custody of 
the United States Marshal. 
On the same day she seized the 
British sealing schooner Ada with 
1900 skins, and the American schooner 
Allic J. Alger with 1600. A few days 
later the American schooner Silvia 
Handy, with 1700 skins, was seized, 
and all the vessels were turned over 
to the United . States Marshal at 
Ounalaska. 
The Bear reports the total catch of 
the whaling fleet up to August 5th as 
seventy-four whales. 
Among the passengers on the cutter 
was Jumes B. Vincent, the only sur­ 
vivor of thirty-six men on the whaler 
Napoleon, which was wrecked in the 
ice in the Arctic, in May, 1885, the 
particulars of which were published 
in the Associated Press dispatches a 
week ago. Since the time of the 
wreck, until rescued by the Bear. 
Vincent has been living with a small 
band of Indians on the Siberian 
coast. 
Reports received a month ago that 
the Bear was leaking badly seem to 
have some foundation, as it was found 
nec*#sary to keep men at the pumps 
most of the time ou the trip from the 
Arctic. The Bear left the cutter Rush 
at Ounalaska on August 27th. 


PR O C L A IM S H IS INNOCENCE. 


H a d No In te n tio n of Com mlt(ftn« 
C on tem pt. 
S an F ran cisco , October 1.—H. H. 
Lowentlml, attorney and counsel for 
the firm of Wing Luen & Co., from 
whose safe papers implicating certain 
persons in the late jury-fixing cases 
were taken a week ago, was tried to­ 
day for contempt of court in disregard­ 
ing a search-warrant issued and en­ 
deavoring to obstruct the same by 
means of a writ of replevin. Lowen- 
thal testified in his own behalf, and 
when asked by counsel if he caused 
the issuance of the writ of replevin fcr 
the maliciouB purpose of interfering 
with a legal process, he replied in the 
negative and said it was his desire to 
have the papers placed in the posses­ 
sion of the Sheriff, in order 
to have some court determine the 
right of the parties. He further 
stated that if lie knew that the officers 
were looking for papers that they 
thought might criminate him and 
others he would have made no objec­ 
tion to the search. He disclaimed all 
contempt. When asked why he had 
Foreman Menzies brought before 
Ju ige Boland for contempt, he answer­ 
ed because Menzies had ran away 
with the papers. The case was then 
continued till Monday afternoon. All 
of the papers are now in the posses­ 
sion of the Grand Jury and will be 
brought into court on that day, and 
those not mentiondll in the search- 
warrant will be returned to the firm.

San F ra n c isc o , October 1.—Henry 
Waterhouse, a member of the new 
House of Nobles of the Hawaiian 
Kingdom, arrived here from Honolulu 
to-day, on the steamship Mariposa. 
He brings with him a communication 
to be forwarded to the Foreign Office 
at London in regard to the Hawaiian 
loan of $2,000,000 subscribed for in 
London. 
The communication is 
signed by W. L. Green, Godfrey 
Brown, Lorrin A. Thurston and Clar­ 
ence W. Asliford, members of the 
Cabinet, and reads as follows: The 
report published in London papers 
that the Hawaiian Government had 
repudiated the English loan was a 
misstatement of the facts. The 
new government is and always 
has

to 
execute 
any form of bonds for the whole 
amount wanted and subscribed for, 
which any competent authority, Eng­ 
lish or Hawaiian, may decide does 
not contravene with the terms of the 
Act authorizing the loans, and it will 
allow out of that sum all charges 
which the same authority may decide 
are authorized by said Acts, copies of 
which are and have been in the hands 
of the Hawaiian financial agents in 
London.

R ecen t R eporta F u lly S u batan - 
t la ted,. 
N ew Y o rk , October I.—Robert B. 
Porter, the statistician and tariff 
writer, has returned from a visit to 
Ireland, where he left matters in about 
as bad shape as the newspaper ac­ 
counts have represented them to be. 
Ho addressed a meeting at Mitcliels- 
town just before O’Brien’s arrest, aud 
was shadowed by the constabulary for 
his temerity. They saw American 
fire in his eye, and did not disturb 
him, however. He says Ireland is 
police-ridden. Mitchelstown, for in­ 
stance, is a peaceful village of 2000 
people. There was only one arrest 
there for crime lost year, and only two 
in three years. Yet 100 constables 
are stationed there, at an expense of 
$40,000 a year. What is still worse is 
that the potato crop is poor, and there 
is no prospect of better times. Recent 
statistics show that one out of every 
ten people in Ireland has received aid 
of some kind in the last year, and that 
in at least bíx provinces more than 
half the people nave had to ask po­ 
lice aid.

Grand Military Pageant 
Projected. 


GRAVE CHARGES PREFERRED. 


Lodgesl’of Southern Masons Ac­ 
cused of Committing Capital 
Crimes. 


Aanociated Pres* Dinpatches to the IIkualpI 
C h icago , October 1.—Preparations 
are nearly completed for the formal 
opening on Monday of the first really 
international military encampment 
ever held in the Unit ;d States. The 
prospects are that it will lx> a decided 
success. The regular army will be 
represented by detachments of infant­ 
ry, cavalry and artillery, with navy 
blue-jackets and marines from the 
United States steamer Michigan, and 
the militia of Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Illinois and Kentucky will have 
battalion or full regimental represen­ 
tation. Besides these there will be 
fifty or sixty single companies of 
militia to swell the infantry list. The 
cavalry display promises to be a fine 
one, some of the crack troopers of the 
country being on the way here now. 


S T A R T L IN G ACCUSATION. 


Colored 
M a io u i C h arged W ith 
M urder. 
N ew 
O rle a n s , October 1. — A 
Picayune special from Greenwood, 
Miss., Bays that warrants have been 
issued for the arrest of fifteen colored 
Masons, on a charge of murdering a 
man named Taylor. Several murders 
of a mysterious nature have occurred 
near there in the past two years, and 
the whites claimed that the negro 
Masonic Order made it a practice to 
avenge tho death or injury of any 
of 
their 
craft. 
Some ^ time 
ago a negro was killed in a fight by 
Harry Taylor, and a few days after­ 
wards’Taylor’s body was found in the 
river. An investigation was instituted 
and the result was a verdict of the 
jury that the man was murdered by 
members of the negro Masonic lodges 
at Dry Bayou and Shell Mound, and 
their arrest was recommended. Con­ 
siderable excitement prevails.

DAN GEROUS DISEASE. 


M e a iu re* fo r lte Subjection P ro . 
poaed. 
W ash in g to n , October 1.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Interior has received, 
through the Commissioner of Agri­ 
culture, a communication from Gov­ 
ernor Leslie, of Montana, transmit­ 
ting a report from the veterinary sur­ 
geon of that Territory relating to the 
disease known as glanders existing 
among horses within the Crow reser- 
ervation, and also a letter from Indian 
Agent Williams on the same subject. 
The veterinarian, after investigation, 
is fully satisfied that the disease pre­ 
vails to a limited extent among the 
horses on the reservation, and says 
ho regards it as most important that 
steps should be taken to stamp opt the 
disease while in its incipiency. The 
Commissioner of Agriculture recom­ 
mends that, as its bureau of animal 
industry has no jurisdiction within the 
reservation the Interior Department 
will take such steps as are necessary 
to cause the destruction of affected 
horses, in order to prevent the spread 
of the disease and to protect the lives 
of people, as well as of animals, of 
adjoining States and Territories. 


A C o llie ry Exp lo sio n . 
A s h la n d , P a ., Octdber 1.—Three 
men and two boys were suffocated and 
thirteen others overcome by gas this 
afternoon in the Bost colliery. A pil­ 
lar gave way, bringiug with it the gas. 
Men in the neighboring breast heard 
the tremendous rush of air, and es­ 
caped by fleeing to the bottom of the 
slope. It is feared that some of those 
overcome by tho gas will die.

N ew Q u arters Suggested. 
W a sh in g to n , October 1.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Interior has under con­ 
sideration a recommendation made by 
Colonel George Gibson of tiie Fifth 
Infantry, commanding the military 
post at Fort Keogh, Mont., that the 
remnant of tho northern Cheyenne 
band of Indians now living at Pine 
Ridge agency on the Siou*. reserva­ 
tion, in Dakota, be permanently re­ 
moved to Tongue river agency in Mon­ 
tana. where a large part of the tribe 
has lieen located since 1882. The 
question in this connection is whether 
there is in the Tongue reservation a 
sufficient quantity of land to supply 
the needs of all under the severalty 
act. 


F la tte r in g Prospects. 
N ew Y o rk , October 1.—A special 
from Philadelphia says that a cable 
dispatch was received in that city yes­ 
terday from Robert Garratt, in which 
it was stated that very satisfactory 
negotiations have been made for the 
future welfare of both the railroad and 
telegraph companies, and Garratt 
added that a syndicate, who are back­ 
ing the Baltimore and Ohio, are well 
pleased with its prospects. The dis­ 
patch closed by denying the rumors 
that have been afloat to the effect 
that the telograph company was to be 
gobbled up by the Western Union or 
sold to some other syndicate.

“I thank you for that,” rejoined the 
President; “ but of the two, I expect 
you would prefer to see Mrs. Cleve­ 
land.” • 
At Richmond, Ind., half an acre of 
solid humanity awaited the train. A 
five-minute stop was spent in hand­ 
shaking. 
The President remained 
ui>on the platform of the car, grasping 
the hands stretched up to him. 
Breakfast was the only incident of the 
run from Richmond to Indianapolis. 
The day was cool, but promised to be 
fair. 
HIS PROVERBIAL LUCK. 
Ind ian apo lis, October 1. — Day 
dawned here in a drizzle and tbe ont- 
look for the reception was gloomy 
enough, but the President’s good luck 
brought him a burst of sunshine as 
the procession moved. There was a 
large attendance of military and other 
local organizations, including the Hen­ 
dricks club, which acted as the Pres­ 
ident’s escort. The President, Mrs. 
Cleveland and ex-Senator McDonald 
rode in a carriage drawn by eight gray 
horses. The progress of the vehicle 
was marked by cheers. Hats were 
waved and handkerchiefs fluttered 
from every window, and the carriage 
was the chief object of interest. 
ENTHUSIASM MANIFESTED. 
The crowd swept into the street, 
making two great streams of people 
flowing down behind the escorting 
clubs. 
Men, women with babies 
ill arms, and children were undeterred 
by the muddy condition of the streets, 
and yet there was nothing motley in 
the mass. It was well-mannered, 
cordial and respectful. 
A FEELING TRIBUTE. 
Upon arriving at the State House a 
formal reception was tendered the 
President and an address of welcome 
delivered by Governor Gray. The 
President responded and congratu­ 
lated the people upon their beautiful 
and prosperous city. He also made a 
touching allusion to the late Vice­ 
President Hendricks. 
THE PRE8IDENT PLEASED. 
T e rre 
H a u te , October 1.—The 
train left Indianapolis a half-hour 
late, but time was made up before 
reaching Terre Haute. The President 
and Mrs. Cleveland were delighted 
with the warmth of their reception 
and the general appearance of the 
town. The stop at Indianapolis 
proved a relief to tho fatigue and mon­ 
otony inevitable to a thirty-hour ride. 
Among mementoes of the visit brought 
away by the distinguished guests was 
a Waterbury watch, which was pre­ 
sented by some one at the reception 
in the capítol, engraved, “To Grover 
Cleveland, with regards of a traveling 
salesman.” At Greencastle besides 
the crowd of citizens was u long train 
of returning G. A. R. men, who stood 
upon the siding, and the occupants 
cheered and waved their salutes. 
a g e n tle p ersu a d e r. 
The train left Terra Haute fifty-six 
minutes late. On the way to the sta-> 
tion a middle-aged enthusiast grabbed 
the rear of the President’s carriage and 
resisted all endeavors to make him let 
go. Two or tyiree of the mounted es­ 
cort tried to ride him down, bqt he 
cursed them savagely and refused to 
budge. Finally Mrs. Cleveland turned 
to him and said “Please let go,” and 
the fellow dropped and slunk away in 
the darkness. 
. 
The throng, though turbulent and 
wildly demonstrative, was harmless 
and good-natured. During the absence 
of the excursionists from the train 
considerable difficulty was experienced 
by railroad people in protecting it 
from a mob of vandals who remained 
at the station. There were bonfires, 
torches and Chinese lanterns displayed 
and brass band serenades at nearly all 
the stations between Terre Haute and 
St. Louis. It was not intended that 
any stops should be made but when 
the locomotive seemed to need water. 
Whenever a stop was made the multi­ 
tude gatherel. 
At Effingham, 111., a platform gave 
way and thirty or forty people disap­ 
peared. Their fall was not more than 
two or three feet, and so far as learned 
no one was hurt. 
a graceful tribu te. 
At Terre Haute station a crowd of 
several thousand had assembled. The 
President was received by Senator 
Voorhees, Ex-Secretary of the Navy 
Thompson and the committee, and 
with his companions was driven to the 
Normal School building, in front of 
which a stand had been erected. The 
great square contained probably 20,­ 
000 people. Senator Voorhees called 
the assemblage to order aud announc­ 
ed lion. Richard Thompson, Ex­ 
Secretary of the Navy, who welcomed 
the President to Terre Haute. The 
President replied briefly, to this effect: 
“ Having travelled now through tbe 
State of Indiana, and seen something 
of its fertility and wealth, and 
a little of its ;>eople, it seems fitting 
as we leave its borders that we should, 
after the manner of parting guests, 
express the pleasure which our brief 
visit to your State has afforded us. And 
I am told, too, that Terre Haute is 
one of the most beautiful cities of which 
Indiana can boast. This fact causes 
me to regret that I have so little op­ 
portunity now to see it. As this par­ 
ticular neighborhood forms the richest

steamship Mariposa brings moderately 
complete mail advices from New Zea­ 
land respecting the action of the Ger­ 
man inen-of-war and practical seizure 
in the name of the German Govern' 
ment, of the Samoan group of islands. 
The four German men-of-war lying at 
Apia landed 1300 tfoops and marines 
on August 25th and immediately pro­ 
claimed Tamasese King of Samoa. 
The American and British consuls im­ 
mediately published the following proc­ 
lamation : 
“ WHereas, The government of Ger' 
many has this day proclaimed Tam" 
asese King of Samoa, now, therefore* 
we, the undersigned representatives o* 
the United States of America and of 
Great Britain, hereby give notice 
that we and our governments 
do not and never have recog­ 
nized Tamasese as King of Samoa, 
but continue as heretofore to recog­ 
nize Malietoa. We advise the Sa­ 
moans to 
submit 
quietly and 
not to fight, whatever the provocation, 
but to await peaceably the result of 
deliberations now in progress, which 
alone can ¿determine the future of 
Samoa.” 
The proclamation is dated at Apia. 
Augnst 25th, and signed by Harold 
Marsh Sewell, Consul-General of the 
United States, and W. H. Wilson, 
British pro-Consul. 
New Zealand advioes from Apia are 
to the effect that a serious disturbance 
on the islands was only a question of 
time and that the hostility between 
the Germans and the loyal natives 
was increasing. 
INJUSTICE ASSERTED. 
The German settlers constantly 
complain of thefts committed by the 
natives, while the natives complain 
of the injustice of the Germans 
in 
land 
transactions. 
King 
Malietoa had complained to the 
English and Americans of the con­ 
duct of Germans and the German 
Consul is said to have several times 
menaced Malietoa with the poseible 
elevation of a rival chief, which was 
actually done, as already related. 
The immediate provocation which led 
to 
the 
German 
action 
was 
owing 
to an occurrence grow­ 
ing 
out 
of 
the 
celebration 
of the Emperor of Germany’s birth­ 
day. It is declared by New Zealand 
papers that a number of Germans be­ 
came intoxicated and handled some of 
the natives roughly. A free fight en­ 
sued. The affair, however, passed 
over. Afterwards the German com­ 
mander sent to King Malietoa, de­ 
manding $13,000 os damages for 
injuries done to the Germans, $1000 
being included as a personal fine upon 
the King. The damages were ex­ 
plained to be on account of injuries to 
German plantations and robberies by 
natives. 
King Malietoa protested 
against making him liable for acts 
done by the natives under such cir­ 
cumstances. He asked time to con­ 
sider, but the next day the Germans 
landed and posted the following 
proclamation. 
WAR PROCLAIMED. 
To the Citizen» of Apia:—By order 
of His Majesty the Emperor of Ger­ 
many, war Inis been declared against 
Chief Malietoa. The neutrality of the 
municipal district will be respected as 
long as the securjty of the German 
troops is not endangered by amy agi­ 
tation within the municipal district. 
I call on the inhabitants to assist me 
in the maintenance of peace and good 
order in Apia. 
H e n b u lt, 
Commodore and Commander of the 
German Bquadron. 
The British and American subjects 
at once sought the protection of their 
respective flags, and a joint circular 
was then promulgated by the Ameri­ 
can and British consuls. 
Malietoa not only denies the author­ 
ity of the Germans to set up a king in 
his stead, but has threatened to fight 
for his rights. 
WILL DEFEND THEIR HOMES. 
At the latest date, the ship having 
sailed from Apia September 2d, he was 
mustering 1300 men, and active hos­ 
tilities were expected from day to day. 
The Samoans are declared to be in­ 
differently armed, and can make no 
serious show against the Germans. 
The New Zealand newsjMipers* com­ 
ment is bitter against the Germans, 
looking upon their action as a practical 
annexation, despite the understanding 
with the United States and Great 
Britain. 
APATHY APPARENT. 
W. B. Waller and S. B. Marr, both 
Americans, came on the steamship 
Mariposa to-day, having left the 
Samoan Islands September 13th, and 
bringing the very latest intelligence 
from there. They relate that two 
additional German men-of-war had 
arrived at Apia, and that two British 
men-of-war, the Opal and Diamondv 
had also appeared at that port. The 
Germans had landed in all 3100 sol­ 
diers and marines. Mr. Waller said 
that Consul-General Sewell said to 
him the day before he left that he 
could only express surprise at the 
failure of the United States Govern­ 
ment to take any action in view of the 
breaking of the treaty rights by Ger 
many.

The Monnment to General Logan 
Assured—Western Repre­ 
sentatives Honored.

St. L ouis, October 1.—The feature 
of yesterday was the great rush to see 
the California exhibit, and the doors 
had to he closed in the middle of the 
afternoon. There is un unpleasant 
friction existing between the comrades 
recognizing the Department of Cali­ 
fornia as the only G. A. R. State or­ 
ganization, and those who belong to 
the Southern California brigade. The 
two organizations have different head­ 
quarters, one at the Laclede and the 
other at Armory Hall. The posts be­ 
longing to the Southern brigade 
elected General Vandever as their 
commander, whereas the staff of tbe 
State delegation distinctly repudiate 
any leader except Department Com­ 
mander Salomon. 
The latter has

State. He also refused to allow tbe 
State to be represented in two sections 
when the Californians intend parad- 
’inally the over-zealous comrades, 
seeing that thev were wrong, and that 
the Southern California brigade had 
no legal existence under the Grand 
Array rules, gave the post of honor at 
the banquet to Commander Salomon. 
General Vandever left Thursday night 
for his home in San Buenaventura, 
and this probably settles the matter. 
The Southern California brigade took 
the very unusual course of printing a 
paper without the name of the Depart­ 
ment Commander. This gentleman 
has responded by issuing an officially- 
f 
irinted roster of the members here 
rom the Department of California. 
This list is headed in the usual man­ 
ner by the department officers, and 
the unauthorized Southern list is in­ 
cluded in it. 
THE LOGAN MONUMENT.

T h e P r e s id e m t a n d P e n s i o n a . 
A few over zealous and partisan 
members of the Grand Army, whose

The 
President’s policy in relation to pen­ 
sions' has been liberal toward those 
deserving soldiers who need national 
a id ; it has been just toward these who 
neither deserved nor needed aid. We 
will not say the deserving, needy ones 
should be grateful. The nation pays 
th is debt with pleasure, and asks for 
no gratitude. 
But from that relent­ 
lessly just policy which seeks to ex­ 
clude 
from 
the benefits of this 
great national reward to the brave, 
all who did not merit it, the soldiers 
themselves reap by far the most good. 
They should esteem it a personal 
blessing and an honor to every soldier 
th a t pension brokers, schemers, un­ 
worthy and undeserving persons of 
all sorts should be debarred from shar­ 
in g in this benefaction. 
Should such 
schem ers succeed, it would l»e by 
open robbery of the whole nation; it 
would be to the lasting dishonor of 
the deserving soldiers, for such a 
course would bring the whole business 
and all connected with it into lasting 
ignominy; and finally, it would im­ 
peril the whole system, for V hen the 
nation waked up and found itself 
robbed shamelessly, the result might 
not distinguish between the innocent 
and guilty. 
Now, General Black, Commissioner 
of Pensions, in his last annual report 
shows that at the close of the last fiscal 
year, June 30, 1887, the pension rolls 
contained 400,007 pensioners as fol­ 
lows: 204,445 army invalids; 85,010 
arm y widows, minor children, and de­ 
pendent relatives; 3281 navy invalids; 
1975 navy widows, minorchildren and 
dependent relatives; 1009 survivors of 
the war of 1812, and 11,831 widows 
of those who served in that w ar; 7503 
survivors of the war with Mexico, and 
895 widows of those who served in 
th a t war. 
There were added to the 
rolls daring the year 55,194 new pen­ 
sioners, and 2707 whose pensions had 
been previously dropped had been 
restored.

The aggregate annual value of all 
pensions is $52,824,641, an 'increase 
for 
t$e year of $8,116,833. . The 
am ount paid for pensions during the 
year was $73,465,581, an increase over 
the previous year of $9,669>750. The 
am ount paid to 44,019 new pensioners 
during the year upon first payment 
was $25,166,990; 
1,091,200 pension 
claims have been filed since 1861, and 
676,948 have been allowed; 55,194

one year. 
The Commissioner advises 
that the $2 per m onth for minor child­ 
r e n b e increased to $5; th a t a widow 
h e allowed to draw pension from the 


tta th ’M Views. 
George Alfred Townshend, usually 
called “ G ath,” the correspondent of 
Murat Halstead’s paper, the Cincin­ 
nati Enquirer, was in* San Francisco a 
few dayB ago, and of course he had to 
take his own prescription and submit 
to be interviewed. 
Mr. Townshend is 
familiar with most of the political 
features of the time. 
He gives utter­ 
ance to sound wisdom in the following 
forecast: 
The issue of the next Presidential 
campaign is still very doubtful. The 
way the political pivot will turn de­ 
pends largely on the material condi­ 
tion, either its progress or retrogres­ 
sion, between the present time aud the 
November 
election in 1888. 
The 
voters of this country' are every year 
voting more on propositions ot their 
material advancement than on the 
lines of traditional partisanship, and 
voting because our fathers so voted ii 
passing away. A business depression 
throughout the nation or a financial 
panic like that of ’73 would nullify 
whatever chances Cleveland wou’d 
have of re-election. 
The people are voting more on propo­ 
sitions of material advancement than 
on old lines of traditional partisanship. 
Material advancement is the battle 
cry of the day, and no party can win 
on traditions or dead issues. The 
Gould and Vanderbilt faction tried 
hard to defeat Mr. Cleveland by a 
Casandra cry of ruin, but the attem pt 
failed. The prosperity of the country 
is greater by a large ratio to-day than 
it was when the Democracy returned 
to power, and the policy of that party 
is steadily improving this condition. 
Nor will there be any financial crash 
such as “ Gath” refers to, apd such: 
no doubt, as many political leaders 
among th e “ outs” would be glad to 
see, to impair

He was its (the Republican 
party) nominee at the last election, 
and the battle was fought on certain 
lines. W hat is the good of fighting 
them over again ? The Republican 
party, if it desires to win, must not 
allow itself to nominate candidates in 
deference to politicians. 
It should 
get out of the old groove and have 
leaders who are not identified with its 
old quarrels and internal strife. Any 
man who is more conspicuous for his 
dissensions than 
for his harmony 
should be dropped. I believe the 
Republican 
party 
will 
fight 
its 
battle in the same way it fought with 
Garfield. 
It wants some new, good 
blood, aud this will be obtained from 
the younger generation who have no 
animosities nursed and fostered with 
the growth of years, know'ing no ob­ 
literation but by the gratification of 
revenge. Of this younger generation 
1 think Robert Lincoln stands the best 
chance. 
He made a good .Secretary 
of War, and of all officials is the one 
that most resembles Cleveland in his 
attention to the business of his office*. 
We cannot say that 
Mr. Town- 
shend’s sagacity clings to him all the 
way through. That there is any po­ 
litical strength in young Mr. Lincoln 
is doubtful. But that the Republican 
party inuBt be reconstructad to win is 
manifest. The policy of fighting the 
battle on the lines on which the last 
one was lost, is conspicuous foolish­ 
ness. The Republican party sees this, 
and that prevision fs more than likely 
to shelve Mr. Blaine.

The proposition th at the constitution 
of the United States gives us all the 
right to worship as we please and 
what we please, or not to worship at 
all if we please, is incontrovertible. 
The proposition th at no constitution 
gives any man any right to constitute 
himself a nuisance to any other man 
in his w’orship, or in any other way is 
just as incontrovertible.

purpose of the noise of one sort or 
other was to gather the crowd. The 
purpose of the halt when the Army 
took to its knees in the thoroughfare 
was to hold the crowd at that particu­ 
lar spot. No power can give them any 
right to do this. No law human or 
divine can give them the right to in­ 
terfere with the business of other 
people. 
Move them on, and keep 
them moving. 
If the Turk forgpt.« 
the peaceful gospel, and calls in the 
aid of the sword of Mohamed, let him 
be recalled to his senses.

Allan G. Thurman and Salmon P. 
Chase were giants; but when one 
gets down to Hayes and Foraker, there 
is a decided decadence. By the way, 
the Empire State has left a pretty 
wide wake behind her ship of state 
as she appears, with her great sons 
aboard of her. 
She counts to-day a 
very large number of men of over­ 
towering ability among our public 
men. 
The President, her own Gov­ 
ernor, Mr. Evart8, ex-Senator Conk- 
ling, 
are 
well 
known 
names in 
contemporary history. Going back 
we find in the foremost ranks of pub­ 
lic men in New York a list of her 
executive officers including such men 
as George Clinton, John Jay,

so, until his fat form quivered like 
jelly. 
In an instant Conkling re­ 
torted with a quotation that was even 
more apt than Robeson's, and turned 
the laugh. 
Robeson was ready al­ 
most as quickly with another quota­ 
tion, and C’onkling’s parry was as 
prompt us before. The other lawyers 
got interested, the court smiled, and 
everybody felt a grateful relief from 
the strain of the long day’s speedier. 
Conkling and Robeson enjoyed it as 
well as any one, and for a quarter of 
an hour railroads and dry figures were 
dropped, while great Jove and Bac­ 
chus flung quoted jest at one another.

God.’ 
"After that I never suspected Conk­ 
ling of having his quotations made to 
order beforehand.”—[N. Y. Sun.

Mr. David Stiles, of Middleton, who 
has been a practical worker in iron 
with his own hands for more than fifty 
years, has written an interesting letter 
to the .Salem4 Gazette, in which he 
shows by observation that iron rots 
from agel 
He says that the continual 
jar has the effect to weaken the ten­ 
sile strength of iron, which statement 
ho 
illustrates by saying that the 
step of a carriage when new may 
be 
bent 
back 
and 
forth with­ 
out 
breaking, 
but 
after 
a few 
years’ service it will break, no matter 
how well preserved. The same loss 
of tensile strength is noted in carriage 
springs. The poorest may be safely 
warranted for a year, but even after 
that short time they begin to break, 
and those of the best quality will 
break after years of constant and try­ 
ing service. The writer has found 
that old crowbars, made of the best 
Swedish iron and used by the early 
settlers of New England, have become 
so rotten that they could not lie welded 
when broken and had an offensive 
smell when the welding heat was 
applied. 
Formerly all iron was wrought by 
the trip-hamm er, which scattered all 
the brittle and worthless material, hut 
the substitution of the rollers makes it 
possible to run bars through which 
contain the poorest stock. Iron made 
from newly mined ore, even if of poor­ 
er quality, is safer than that into the 
manufacture of which scrap iron 
is introduced, which is now imported 
in large quantities. The writer, as a 
practical iron worker, expresses the 
opinion that, as this scrap iron may 
be the old English bar iron, which 
sixty years ago was of little value ex­ 
cept for heavy ties, it is unfit for truss 
or suspension bridges. The matter to 
which this man of long experience 
calls attention isa very important one, 
and should be made the subject of 
a 
general 
investigation.—[Boston 
Journal.

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THE INCIDENTS OF THE T E IP. 


An O vation w ith a Resume of th e 
Speeches T h ereat— 
Scenes. 


T o pk k a, Kan., Sept. 24, 1887. 
We reached this place at 10 o’clock, 
that is our section, for our train was 
divided intothree-^-and were furnished 
with transportation on the street cars, 
a ticket to the fair trrounds, this being 
th e last day of the £>tate Fair, and a 
ticket to a well-spread table at the 
grounds. 
The waving of handker­ 
chiefs as we entered the suburbs of 
the city showed the estimation in 
which the soldiers are held, and it 
did seem as those waved by ebony 
hands preponderated. 
At 11 o’clock the fine, spacious hall 
of the House of Representatives was 
crowded, the people of Topeka being 
requested to yield their seats to “ our 
guests from California.” M arshall’s 
m ilitary band of Topeka greeted us, 
and next the Modoc Club sang “ Hail, 
Flag of the Free,” 
Hon. J. P. Johnson, ex-Speaker of 
th e House of Representatives, who 
■presided, then announced that the 
Seventh Infantry Band of Los Angeles 
would favor the audience with a selec­ 
tion. [Loud cheering.] When they 
had rendered their selection in an 
artistic manner the encore was so long 
continued that they performed another, 
greatly to the delight of the audience. 
In their new and gay uniform they 
made a fine appearance. Then came 
“ Recollections of the War,” by Mar­ 
shall’s military band. The music was 
all choice, especially by the famous Mo­ 
doc Club, which will be remembered 
by those who attended the encamp­ 
m ent last year. 
The President, ex-Speaker Johnson, 
of the Kansas Legislature, said he was 
sorry the programme was not carried 
out, but it was a mistake of the head 
and not of the heart. He said a pro­ 
gramme was easily made and looked 
well on paper, but he never knew one 
to be fully carried out. It was the 
purpose that the soldiers Bhould be 
-marshalled and march in solid column 
to the Capitol. 
But we welcome you 
formally and informally. 
W e wel­ 
come you as a body; we welcome you 
as individuals; we welcome you as 
soldiers; we welcome you as citizens 
of the Pacific Slope; wc welcome you 
as soldiers having worn the b lue; we 
welcome you as 
soldiers 
having 
worn the gray, if you have heartily 
returned to your allegiance to the stars 
and stripes. But to those who say 
th e great issues of the war—the prin­ 
ciples for which we took up arms 
«gainst the Government, are yet to 
be settled by future historians, we 
have no fellowship. 
. 
We are sorry you can’t stay longer, 
but glad you thought enough of us to 
■atop at all. We can’t give you such a 
welcome as you gave us a year ago, 
only because we lack the power; but 
every chicken in Topeka roosted low 
last night. 
He then introduced Adju­ 
tant General Campbell, of the State, 
who, in a speech seldom equaled for 
eloquence, gave us welcome. 
He re­ 
ferred to our unsurpassed climate, our 
grand mountains, our orange groves 
and vineyards, our exhaustless flowers 
filling our health-giving air with the 
sweetest perfume, and lastly, of our 
beautiful women, whose cheeks are 
like the roses of our gardens and the 
peaches of our orchards. 
These wo­ 
men the gallant soldiers of Kansas 
would never get tired of looking upon, 
and would they might stay with us 
forever. 
He then said: “ We wel­ 
come you in the name of the State of 
Old John Brown, whose ‘soul goes 
marching o n;’ in the name of the 
State whose soil drank the first mar­ 
ty r blood in the cause of freedom; in 
the name of the State which sent more 
soldiers into the arm y, according to her 
population, than any State in the Union, 
in the name of a State having more 
widows and orphans to provide for, 
proportionately, than 
any of 
her 
sisters; in the nam e of a State yield­ 
ing to none in loyalty to the flag that 
represents the best government God 
ever m ade; in the name of a St. te 
having a present population of over a 
million and a half, and of 
almost unbounded. 
In conclusion, he spoke of the re­ 
ception the G. A. R . met with in San 
Francisco last year, declaring it un- 
S 
ualed in the history of the world. 
» hoped the time was not far distant 
when the people of Topeka would 
have a chance to reciprocrate this un­ 
surpassed hospitality 
General Solomon, Department Com­ 
m ander of the G. A. R. of California, 
was introduced, who replied to the 
speech of welcome in words both ap­ 
propriate and eloquent. 
He eulogized 
the State, speaking of the broad fieldB 
through which we had passed, the neat 
villages and farm houses; her streams 
of limpid water (so pure and ahund- 
. an t withal, referring doubtless to the 
absence of a certain beverage inter­ 
dicted by the S tate); the evidences 
of internal prosperity so apparent 
to 
even 
a 
casual 
observer; 
th e thriving city of 35,000 souls whose 
guests we are to-day and of the grand 
And beautiful capitol in which we are 
convened. In conclusion, he said, a 
Kansas regiment during the war sent 
terror to the enemies of the govern­ 
m ent. like the grasshopper to the far­ 
m ers of Kansas in the years gone by. 
A lawyer from San Francisco, whose 
nam e we failed to hear, made a stir­ 
ring speech and was loudly cheered. 
Gen. Salomen then said, it is get­ 
ting late, and we all want our dinner, 
b ut there is a lady here whom we must 
hear from, and Mr. President, if 
through timidity or any other cause, 
■lia refuses, don’t let her off, for she will 
make a better speech than any man 
here. 
Mr. President, I introduce to 
you Mu». K inney, President of the 
W omans Relief Corps of the G. A. R. 
Mrs. Kinney said, I have been with 
G en. Salomen for six days on the 
route, and would not have believed he 
ild serve me such a trick. My 
...................................... 
' Y, I 
only saisfaction is, that some day, 
m ay get even w ith him. 
But jokii 
«aide. 
We have collected during tl 
year, $57,000, relieved 11,000 soldiers 
•n d widows, and have to-day in 
th e treasury, $37,000. 
We are going 
to build a Home. 
Not for soldiers, for 
we have this alread y ; but a Home for 
Soldiers Widows and Orphans. 
We 
«ball get this from individuals. 
Miss 
Loland Stanford gave me a check for 
$1,000 just os|l left, and an old bach­ 
elor at I?«t Jose $1,000, so we shall not 
call on the G. A. R. fora dollar. 
The last speaker called out was 
Gen. Vandever, Representative from 


the Seventh Congressional District, 
who said we are all bo anxious to get 
to the dinner table that his speech 
would be short. 
It was “ short and 
sweet.” 
But~the dinner, the dinner to which 
we all had free. 
Such a dinner! 
We did it justice in fact, but we can’t 
in words. 
So abundant! 
Such boiled 
ham t 
Such bread! 
Such coffee! 
Such doughnuts!

And then, that 800 
could be served with so much order, 
with so little confusion and with such 
promptness.

AT WORK. 


B u ild in g of th e R ailroad from 
P erris to Man J a cin to . 
At last after long and untiring ef­ 
forts on the part of our citizens, we 
have succeeded in arriving at definite 
terms with the California Southern 
Railroad Company, they agreeing to 
build a line of road from Perris, a 
point on th at line, to San Jacinto, for 
the sum of $55,000, which has been 
raised, and was turned over to them 
on Monday. 
As soon as the contract 
was accepted and signed by Messrs. 
Perris, Smith and other officials of the 
road, an order was issued for work t<a 
be commenced immediately, which 
was responded to by a corps of sur­ 
veyors being sent out to make correc­ 
tions in the old survey, and set jier- 
manent stakes for the graders to be­ 
gin work on. The company ordered 
teams and men to be sent to Perris, 
which will commence immediately 
and by the 31st of December will 
have the grading completed and ready 
for the ties and iron, which will be 
put on as soon as the company’s iron 
is received from Europe. 
TUE ROUTE. 
Beginning ai a point near the Perris 
depot, the line of survey extends in a 
northeasterly direction, up across Dr. 
Miller’s place, through the town of 
W inchester, and traverses the mesa 
near the foot-hills, terminating on the 
Estudillo tract adjoining town. The 
depot, which will be a large and com­ 
modious one, will be located about six 
hundred feet north from the old Estu­ 
dillo residence, and only about a 
quarter of a mile from the center of 
town. There will be but comparatively 
little grading to be done on this line, 
as for the greater part of the distance 
it extends over the level and unbroken 
mesa, which comnoses a large portion 
of our valley. This, of course, will 
require little more than an ordinary 
roadbed, but several good sized cuts 
and fills have to be made where the 
road comes through the pass. 
Success in this enterprise is princi­ 
pally due to the efforts of Messrs. J. 
A. Green, H. C. Ashenfelter and 
Jam es Kerr, who w’ere appointed by 
the citizenB as a committee to raise 
subsidies and to confer with the 
railroad 
company 
and 
arrange 
terms, while valuable assistance was 
rendered by Messrs. G. 11. P har.P . L. 
Webber, E. W. Fairchild, W. W. 
Guthridge and others. The citizens 
responded liberally to the call for sub­ 
scriptions and without a single excep­ 
tion, all those who had their names 
on the old subscription list, (which 
had been gotten up in July, but owing 
to the railroad company not being able 
to get sufficient material to build the 
road with, was refused) transferred 
them to the new one for the same 
amount, while others put a much 
larger amount to their signatures. 
This will give Han Jacinto direct 
railroad communication with San Di­ 
ego and intermediate points.

two parents 53 per cent follow the 
father in being dark-eyed, and 55 per 
cent follow' the mother in being dark 
eyed.

The W a sh in g to n m onum ent 
For a number of years there has 
existed in the minds of a few persons 
doubts as to the sufficient size and 
stability of the foundation.

The embodiment of these facts 
in the commission’s first report to 
Congress led to the enactment of a 
ioiut resolution, June 14, 1878, author­ 
izing tl»e expenditure of “ $36,000, if 
deemed advisable, to giving greater 
stability to tlie fonndatiou.”

There are hundreds of thousands of acres 
of laud in Los Angeles, Sun Bernardino and 
San Diego counties, suitable for orchards and 
vineyards. 
But there Is only one seaside, and only one 
L e u c a d ia . There arc huudreds of thousands 
of acres now dry and uncultivated, which 
c.n by labor be changed Into garden or­ 
chards. 
But there is only one strip of land which 
fronts the sea. only one fundamental chord 
upon which the surges of ocean sonnd their 
mighty diapason, only one place where Dame 
Nature wears her skiit of translucent beryl 
embroidered with foamy lace. And nowhere 
is this mualc-rooin and picture gallery of the 
Deity so attractive as at L e u c a d ia . 
Capital can construct reservoirs and flumes 
and railroads; it can umku distant acres ac 
possible, aud cause arid acre» to undulate 
with verdure. 
But the wealth of Jay Gould could not 
bring the iodlned healing breath of ocean to 
the bedside of the invalid iu the hot valley, 
or add one yard to the present limited supply 
of ocean beach. 
We say limited—go to the map and look! 
All the seaside north of Santa Barbara may­ 
be eliminated from the list of available 
occau-hlde property. The Japanese ocean 
current—the “Gulf Stream’’ of the Pacific, 
In its southward journey from Arctic waters 
hugs the shore closely from the Straits of 
Fuca to Point Concepcion. The result is 
cold water—too cold for comfortable bath­ 
ing. Monterey, for instance, is in the lati­ 
tude of Savsnuah, Georgia, but nine people 
out of ten who visit Monterey bathe in the 
'ig tankB where the water 1b warmed by arti- 
iclal heat, and do not bathe in the ocean. 
As for Santa Cruz, there is a couplet written 
by some shivering pleasure seeker, on the 
walls of a bath-house there, w hich couplet ac­ 
curately expresses the situation. 
“Santa Crux water is like the Scotch snuff, 
One “dip," und you’ve got enough.’’ 
At Point Concepcion—just above Santa 
Barbara—the cold, ocean current continues 
southward in a direct course, while the 
Coast line defects enetwardly at a sharp 
angle, and In a few miles the water, under 
the genial suns of this latitude, becomes 
warm enough to make bathiug in any month 
of the y ar a real pleasure instead of “a 
painful duty reluctantly performed," as 
MiHard Fillmore said when he signed the 
Fugitive Slave Law, and as Brigham Young 
remarked when he married his eighteenth 
wife. 
From Santa Barbara south to Point Vicente, 
there is but little coast that is available for 
seaside resorts. The beach is too steep for 
driving, aud the surf consequently too heavy 
to make bathing either pleasant or safe, 
while the bluff along the beach is several 
hundred feet in height, and cut up with 
arroyos, so as to make the ocean practically 
inaccessible to all except Alpine tourists and 
crows. 
From Point Vicente to San Pedro are pro­ 
bably twenty of thirty miles of available 
heat-li, along which are the towns of Santa 
Monica, Ballona. Long Beach, etc. All these 
Hreupon the flat-table land which runs from 
the top of the bluff inland. There is no 
slope, and therefor no view of the ocean, ex­ 
cept from the avenue ulong the very edge of 
the bluff. The beach is passable but not al­ 
ways desirable for driving, and the under­ 
tow is often heavy, so thHi surf-hatherB arc 
not safe unless they use the lines connected 
with buoys, anchored lti deep water. And 
they do use them, for on a .Sunday at Santa 
Monica, yon ean see twenty or thirty bathers 
attired iu scant garments of many colors, 
strung along a rope, and «s they resemble an 
immense animated kite-tale swaying lu 
high wiud. 
Below San Pedro there are only mud fiats 
and lagoons, until San Juan by the scu is 
reached. This place is open to the same ob­ 
jections as Santa Monica. There is au ex­ 
tremely high bluff aud a table land from the 
bluff iulaml. ami from only one street on the 
edge of the bluff can an ocean view be ob­ 
tained. Leuving San Juau, there is no 
ground available for a seaside resort until 
the mouth ol Temecula Caftou is crossed and 
Oceanside reached. At Oceanside, the direct 
road from 1am Angeles to Sau Diego, uow in 
process of construction, will connect with 
the California Southern Railroad from Col­ 
ton to San Diego. Oceanside lots are held at 
good figures, fifteen hundred dollars for a 
lot on the Ocean avenue aud five hundred 
dollars for resident lots a mile and more 
from the beach. South of Oceanside la the 
Agua Hedionda. It has several miles of fine 
seaside, but the owner Is able to keep it, he 
will not sell at any price, and If you annoy 
him with an attempt to talk about selling, he 
will make the Interview as brief as may be 
conalBtent with courtesy. Then comes Carls­ 
bad, and it is a beautiful location, and there 
will be a large town there, and prices of lots 
are already away up, aa they ought to be. 
From Carlsbad south there are lagoous, Band 
dunes and broken ground until you reach 
the moutli of the Sun Marcos. From the 8au 
Marcos south to Encenltas is the prettiest 
site in the world for an ocean city, and on 
this site is " Leuoadia"—the subject of our 
sketch. Encinitas haa a good location, but 
somehow It started wrong. The ownership 
of the land is divided between many men of 
many mlnda. When one polls in anj 
ticular direction the other pulls the 
way. There being no company or central 
authority to carry out public Improvements, 
the result Is a lack of hotel accommodations, 
no water works, and an assortment of ahrines 
to cioacina, beer kegs, tin cana and broken 
bottles abont the depot, or the place where 
the depot ought to be. The Encinitas people 
will fix these thing» after awhile, but they 
must fix them before Encinitas can take her 
proper place among seaside towns. South of 
Encinitas there is some broken country, 
then the lagoons of the San Diegito, aud 
then comes delightful Delmar with most of 
the beBt localities uot for sale, or held at high 
prices. 
Delmar ends the list. There the railroad 
leaves the coast, and with the exception of 
La Jolla and Ocean Beach, both of which 
arc at present approached only by wagon, 
there fa no more seaside until you reach Han 
Diego and Coronado. 
Now we will return to L e u c a d ia . 
Bouth of the Han Marcos River, an hour 
and a half from Han Diego, and about four 
hours from Los Angeles (after January 1st 
next, when the new branch of the A. T. and 
B. F. R. R. shall be completed.) Leucadia 
lies in the lap of l'aradise. Hhe is the fairest 
of all the fair daughters of the sea. Hhe is 
the venus amphldlte of Southern California. 
The beach is bard and level. You can drive 
along it for W ei ve miles. For bathing there 
is no need of lines, for the surf is so light It 
would not upset a baby, and there being no 
lagoons near there are In conseauence no 
stingrays. From the edge of the bluff over, 
hanging the beach the ground slopes gently 
up to the top of the first ridge, then It de­ 
scends gently t > a valley, through which the 
railroad runs, then there is a gradual axent 
to the top of the second ridge a mile or so 
away. Here Is a rough sketch of the gable 
end of Leucadia. 
. 
There are lots fronting on and overhang 
Ing the ocean, nnd lots sheltered from the 
ocean breezes, and lots on the upper terraces 
where you can see the ocean for forty miles, 
but where its fogs never come and Its breezes 
are robbed of their rawness.

In others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collect» behind aud above the soft 
palate, in the passage between the throat and 
head, adhering to the part» with gluish tenac­ 
ity. Ita lodgment embarrasses respiration 
and creates a sensation of irritation and un­ 
easiness In the affected locality, which gives 
rise to a constant and almost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve that discomfort by drawing 
the mucus into the throat so os to eject it by 
the mouth.

chnrgc-d by way of the nostrils or throat in 
lumpB or fragments of a deep green tl nt. In 
some cases these incrustations accumulate 
to such au extent as to form a regular plug 
in the nose, which obstructs breathing ana 
produce serious discomfort. Ho firmly do 
these incrustations adhere to the point of 
attachment that their removal usually re­ 
quires the most violent efforts; not unfre- 
quently they have to be torn from the mem­ 
brane. Occasionally a solid cast of notable 
size is expelled, ou which there are gem rally 
traces of blood, but in some cases the east 
presents a tubular appearance, being of exact 
shape of the nasal cavity. This condition is 
indicative of ulceration, which, in time, 
may destroy the bony structure of the nose 
and produce a subsequent flattening of that 
organ. 
fases are occasionally met with in which 
a thick, viscid, slimy secretion coats the 
membrane of the nasal cavities and then 
putrefies, giving rlso to a stench which is 
really overpowering, and sufficiently fetid 
to poison the atmosphere of a whole room; 
and there are others ln which all the secre­ 
tions of the membrane are suspended, caus­ 
ing an unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat 
and feverfshness iu the heHd and nose—a 
condition 
popularly known us "Dry 
Catarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to the air 
cavities of the bones of the forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensutiou of 
heavy weight or compression over the fore­ 
head, especially iu the region above and be­ 
tween the eyes, and toa feeling ol fulness, 
heat, irritation, sor> ness or pal iu the nos­ 
trils near the root of the nose, as well aa in 
the upper part of the throat, above and be­ 
hind the soft palate.

Iu some cases it becomes so revolt­ 
ingly offensive as to render the sufferer un 
object of disgust to himself as well aa to 
others. 
The nasal membrane is thickened and 
con Jested, causing the noae to be stopped up, 
sometimes on one side, sometimes on the 
other, and often on both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation in the head, 
and occasioning violent and prolonged 
paroxysms of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, mdiatlnct and husky, 
or of u nasal character, displaying a sort of 
sniffing quality. Oftentimes there Is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness and discordance.

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THE CIRCUS BLACKS.

HE KILLED HER FATHER. 


A G ir t Who**» G re a te st B e n e fa c to r 
W a * th e m a n W h o O rp h a n ed H e r. 
An Edgefield (B .C .) special says: 
The death of Colonel W. R. Smith, 
which took place in New York a few 
weeks since, has brought to light a 
very remarkable incident. From Miss 
Rhett Myron, the principal figure in 
the dram», the following facts have 
lieeu obtained, with permission for 
their publication: Hayne Myron, the 
father of the young lady, was a planter 
in South Carolina. His home was a 
typical Southern home, spacious and 
hospitable, surrounded by broad acres 
and faithful slaves. H is family con­ 
sisted of his wife and R hett, who was 
then a little child and the idol of her 
father as well as the pet of the 
plantation. 
At the breaking out 
of 
the 
war, 
in 
the fall of 
1861, 
Havne 
Myron ’joined 
a 
volunteer South Carolina regiment. 
Before leaving home he had a picture 
of his little girl painted in miniature 
and encased it in a locket that he 
placed next to his heart, saying: “ My 
darling, this will be -papa’s shield 
when he is in danger, and his sun­ 
shine when he rests,” and with eye* 
filled with tears lie smothered the 
face and sunny head of his child with 
farewell kisses and hurried away from 
his peaceful home out to the world of 
danger. Bix months later, in a skir­ 
mish in Virginia, Hayne Myron was 
killed in close combat by a Federal 
officer. Only a few word* were sent 
to thó old home to tell the sad story. 
During General Sherman’s invasion 
into South Carolina the Myron home­ 
stead was destroyed. The widow and 
daughter continued to live on the 
plantation in an outbuilding, sup­ 
ported from the rents from the lands. 
Two years ago Mrs. Myron died, and 
through the influence of frieuds Miss 
Myron obtained a position as govern­ 
ess in the family of Col. W. R. Smith 
of New York. She stated to me that 
first meeting with Colonel Smith was 
I»eculiar. That when his wife intro 
auced her to him , saying, “This is our 
new governess from South Carolina, 
M íbs Rhett Myron,” his face be­ 
came deathly white, and he gave a 
sudden start. (He was absent from 
home when Mrs. Smith engaged her.) 
He mechanically shook hands with 
her and tried to speak, but his lips 
seemed sealed. But later his manners 
changed to kindness and cordiality, 
and she was treated more as an hon­ 
ored guest than a salaried teacher. 
He insisted on paying her four times 
the amount she charged for her ser­ 
vices, and made her duties light. One 
evening she was sitting in the family 
circle, telling oí her past life down in 
South Carolina, of the spacious house 
with its twenty columns, of the dusky 
slaves who used to set her on their 
shoulde/s, calling her their “ little 
queen” as they carried her through 
the cotton-fields that looked like seas 
of snow foam. For the first time she 
spoke*of her father, how handsome 
and sad he looked as he went away on 
that dreadful day; 
how he took 
her picture with him and tohl all he 
said. 
She Btates that she was forced 
to Btop iu the midst of her words, for 
Col. Smith turned ghastly nale and 
left the room. 
It all seemed strange 
to me then, she said, but the meaning 
is plain now. 
Miss Myron continúen 
to live with Col. Smith’s family for 
two years. 
“ It was a haven and a 
home to m e,” she said. “I had so 
long toiled and worked on our planta­ 
tion, isolated from society and all ad­ 
vantages. It was like a fairy life had 
opened to me of ease and luxury; but 
my heart was almost breaking as I re­ 
membered all that I had lost in those 
sad, sweet days.” 
Six weeks ago Colonel Smith was 
taken suddenly ill, and when he re- 
alizied that death was inevitable, ke 
expressed a desire to see Miss Mvron 
alone. She states that as she neared 
the bed of the dying man, she saw 
him holding something convulsively 
in one hand as he extended the other 
to her and exclaimed: “ Rhett Myron, 
forgive me before I die; without your 
pardon I cannot die; come close and 
listen to what I have to tell you. It 
was I who made you an orphan, my 
hands are red with your father’s blood. 
Take this,” he said, handing me the 
package, “ I found it on his dying 
breast. It in your face; your name 
and his name are upon it. Take it 
and forgive one who nas tried to ex­ 
piate the wrongs done you. Oh, can 
you forgive a dying man?” and the 
voice became faint and low. “ Oh! 
sir, you both were soldiers; I freely 
forgive,” and the poor girl, who could 
say no more, fell unconscious upon 
the floor. “ Thank God,” he mur­ 
m ured, and all was over. 
W hen Rhett Myron recovered, the 
man who had killed her father and 
who was later the best friend she ever 
knew was dead. In his will he be­ 
queathed to her the generous sum of 
$15,000. H e also left a letter giving 
all the particulars of her father’s 
death. Only a few days ago I saw 
the picture—a sweet child face in an 
azure cloud, and on the little plush 
case were marks of blood. This is 
certainly the most remarkable inci­ 
dent it has ever been my privilege to 
record.—[Washington Star.

struggles so violently that the execu­ 
tioner lias difficulty in performing his 
hideous task and is “quite unnerved.” 
We cannot desire that the punishment 
of death—so long as it is inflicted for 
deterrent purposes—should be shorn 
of its terrors to the public m ind; but 
we do most certainly think that there 
should be no room or occasion for 
scandal in connection with its inflic­ 
tion, and it is a scandal that the vic­ 
tim Bhould be able to recoil or resist. 
Electricity and the lethal chamber 
have been again and again suggested 
as alternative methods of putting mur­ 
derers to death. The authorities do 
not, it would appear, feel justified in 
adopting either of these expedients. 
We confess that bur sympathies are 
with those who entertain a fear lest 
luxurious and easy modes of execu­ 
tion might deprive the gallows of the 
very little moral influence it at present 
exerts. Meanwhile it must not be 
forgotten that something is due to the 
sentiment of humanity which is sup­ 
posed to pervade that section of tne 
nation which is not, at least overtly, 
criminal.—[The Lancet. 
A MEXICAN HEAVEN. 


A n A b l e J u r l i P a W o n d e rfu l S to ry 
o f a L o u g .L lv e d R a c e o f P e o p le . 
Readers of the Globe-Democrat who 
have been followiug its columns con­ 
cerning very old people will be inter­ 
ested in statements recently made by 
Don Ignacio Galindo while in San 
Antonio. Don Galindo is one of the 
a bles jurists in Mexico, a member of 
the Supreme Court of tliat Republic, 
widely known all through its territory, 
and, of course, of unimpeachable ver­ 
acity. He spent some days here re­ 
newing ola acquaintances among 
Mexicau citizens, and left this morn­ 
ing for the City of Mexico. Those 
who met him found him a very com­ 
panionable old gentleman. Two days 
ago, on the veranda of the hotel, the 
conversation turned upon hum an lon­ 
gevity, when Judge Gulindo gave the 
following account of a remarkable 
section and a remarkable race within 
the borders of his own land: 
‘There is,” said he, “in the State of 
Vera Cruz, 120 miles to the northwest 
of the capital of that name, a portion 
of country which its inhabitants de­ 
nominate El Cielo, or ns you would 
say in English, ‘Heaven.’ They gave 
it this name because of its peculiar cli­ 
matic conditions. The air, the water, 
the elevation, in fact the whole envir­ 
onment, is peculiarly conducive to 
length of human life. 
The instances 
of logevity furnished by its records are 
perfectly wonderful, some of them sur­ 
passing belief. Many have come under 
my observation. I'or instance, one of 
the oldest men in the section recently 
died. His name was Jesus Yaldonado, 
a farmer and ranchman of considerable 
possessions. This man’s age at the 
time of his death was indisputably 154 
years, which, if I am not mistaken, 
goes considerably beyond the celebrat­ 
ed Dr. Parr, of London. At Valdon- 
ado’s funeral the pall-bearers were 
his three sons, aged respectively 140, 
120 and 110 years. They were white­ 
haired, but strong and hearty. Not so 
with the dead man,who, during his last 
twenty years of life, had broken down 
rapidly. At the time of death he was 
wrinkled, hairless, toothless, deaf and 
well-nigh blind, and much decreased 
in size, in fact, a male copy of Hag- 
Ard’s ‘She’ after she came out of the 
ire and resolved herself into the miss­ 
ing link between a chimpanzee and 
Concord philosopher. By comparison 
of age you will see that when Valdo- 
nado’a eldest child was born he him­ 
self was only fourteen years of age, 
something by no means uncommon in 
Southern Mexico. Furthermore, ow­ 
ing, 1 suppose, to early puberty and 
child-bearing, I recollect no instance 
of a woman reaching an excessive 
age.“ Near the El Cielo district, thirty 
miles away, and separated from it by 
a chain of mountains, is a circum­ 
scribed area of lowland which pos­ 
sesses exactly opposite attributes, and 
which is called El Inferno. There 
forty years make an old man of the 
strongest. 
“In Peru,” continued Jndge Galin­ 
do, “ever since its settlement by the 
Spaniards, exact church and civil 
records have been kept of each birth 
aud leath. These records are abso­ 
lutely unquestionable. I have had 
many opportunities of examining 
them, and have made copies of some 
of the most interesting. I find in 
them some instances of human beings 
reaching the well-nigh incredible age 
ieve tliat these records are 
H) yeu 
to bel 
you 
correct. I myself know that they are 
correct. I tefl you that in my own 
country, which has been but little 
explored, there are examples of human 
longevity which would upset every 
preconceived notion of the savant.”— 
fSan Antonio letter to St. Louis Globe-

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Peaches, pears, plums, grapes, apri­ 
cots—one sees them in rich profusion 
at almost every street corner through 
the city. Great piles of the magnifi­ 
cent fruit tempt the jrasser-by at every 
step, and the markets are full of the 
produce of every section of the country. 
In the winter apples, oranges and 
bananas take the place of the summer 
fruits, and the great trade goes on. 
Where does all this fruit come from 
and what are the features of the trade 
to-day ? 
A thousand interesting facts about 
the different kinds of fruit, the sources 
from which they come, the condition 
in which they arrive and the manner 
of their distribution to the thousands 
of buyers in New York alone are not 
generally known to the public which 
consumes them. 
There is no greater fruit market in 
the world than the United States, and 
probably no single city buys so much 
as New York. Americans of all classes 
devour fruit in a quantity perfectly as­ 
tonishing to the benighted stranger 
who comes here from foreign lands. 
TUB CALIFORNIA TRAÜK. 
The first great fact to strike any one 
interested in the city’s fruit trade of 
to-day is the immense increase in the 
amount of fruit received here from 
California. As late as last year this 
fruit did not come here at all, except 
in small packages by express from 
Chicago. Now the enormous, mag­ 
nificently appearing }>eaches and pears 
are to be found with the domestic 
fruit upon every corner stand. 
Why this change? Because at the 
beginning of the present summer the 
fruit growers belonging to the Cali­ 
fornia Fiuit Union found that im­ 
mense quantities of their best fruit 
were rotting upon the trees for lack of 
a market. Something had to be done 
and that at once. It was no longer a 
question of getting good prices; it was 
a questioa of selling at any price 
rather than submit to the dead loss of 
decay. 
Accordingly the California growere 
engaged Messrs. Sgobel & Day, the 
large fruit importers, as thei.' agents 
in this city, and began sending East a 
train consisting of ten car loads of 
fruit every day. All of these cars did 
not come here; some went to Boston, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and other 
cities, but two or three car loads have 
come regularly during the summer to 
New York. 
NOTHING SUCCEEDS LIKE SUCCESS, 
All the local firms shook their 
heads at the new departure. 
“They will soon discover that they 
can’t compete with the domestic 
trade,” said one of the home mer­ 
chants. 
But the agents were not discour­ 
aged. The fruit arrived in good con­ 
dition except in the middle of the hot­ 
test July weather, when some of the 
peaches and apricots were badly 
bruised and rotton. The splendid ap­ 
pearance of the fruit was another 
point in its favor, everybody who 
wished to make a show upon the din­ 
ner table being sure to purchase it. 
The warm climate of California, of 
course, enabled the growers to send 
their produce to the Eastern market 
before the domestic fruits were fairly 
ready for distribution. 
But the daily through freight trains 
were no Booner started than a difficulty 
was discovered which threatened to 
play havoc with the prospective pro­ 
fits. This was that bugbear to so 
inauy professions, the Interstate Com­ 
merce law. The freight ratos under it 
were so large that the necessity for 
remedial measures became apparent. 
Fortunately for the California trade, a 
way was discovered which has con­ 
tinued to work satisfactorily. 
The 
way is this: The fruit is shipped 
from Sacramento to Chicago as freight. 
From Chicago to New York it is car­ 
ried in the same cars and disturbed in 
no way, but it is sent by express—not 
as freight. 
The excessive freight 
charges are in this way avoided, and 
the freight rates are now only one- 
third as great as they had been before 
this season. 
ALL SOLD BY AUCTION. 
80 far forty-five carloads of Califor­ 
nia fruit have been received here this 
summer by the agents of the Union, 
and there are all the time more on the 
way. It takes six days and a half for 
the journey overland, and the sending 
is arranged so that the fruit may not 
arrive on Saturday or Sunday, when 
it would have to wait a day or two 
before it could be sold. 
All the fruit coming from the Union 
growers íb disposed of at auction, and 
the sale usually takes place upon the 
day of its arrival here. Like all the 
other fruit disposed of at auctfon, it is 
sold through the firm of Brown A 
Seccomb, which has a monopoly of 
the trade. 
A visit to the salesroom of this firm 
on the corner of Broad and Beaver 
streets on a morning when a big load 
of California fruit is up for sale is an 
interesting experience. The fruit is 
all spread out in boxes before the auc­ 
tioneer’s stand. Before the sale be­ 
gins the fruit-dealers who have come 
to buy go about to each box, examin­ 
ing the condition and quality of the 
fruit. 
Each separate pear, peach, 
quince or apricot is wrapped up in pa­ 
per and is carefully guarded from 
Druising. The packers, however, oc­ 
casionally make mistakes and put two 
different kinds of peaches in the same 
lot. The freestones are considered 
better than the clings, and the deal­ 
ers do not like to have them mixed. 
Some of the pears arriving now are in 
a capital condition for immediate con­ 
sumption, but are not green enough 
to admit of being kept for any length 
of time. 
THE FAMOUS TOKAY GRAPES. 
The Tokay grapes, which are now 
beginning to arrive from California, 
will continue to come up to the mid­ 
dle of October. They are a splendid 
fruit, and come to market in time to 
compete with the Jersey, upriver and 
Western New York fruit. The Cali­ 
fornia crop this year is not considered 
a large one, but there is plenty for 
everybody, and the acknowledged su­ 
periority of this grape is sure to give 
it a large sale. 
The grapes, like the other fruit, come 
in open ventilated cars and arrive in 
excellent condition. They will soon be 


as the Beason for the other fruits is 
drawing quickly to a dose. 
On the whole, the California Union is 
delighted with the results of itsexpeii 
inent of a New York agency, and they 
intend to keep it up next summer, 
with every prospect of doing a still 
more satisfactory business. 
WHAT OTHEH DEALERS SAY. 
The only other dealer* who do much 
“handling" of California fruit are the 
firm of Dudley, Clapp A Doe, who 
have for years received the fruit by 
express from Chicago. 
Mr. Doe says that u limited quantity 
of the fruit can be disposed of at good 
prices, but that a large proportion ar­ 
rives in a wretched condition and bus 
tlie effect of demoralizing the market. 
The stroet dealers get hold of the fruit 
purchased by those who attend the 
auctions and scatter it abroad at ruin­ 
ous prices. 
Mr. 1 >oe was not of the opinion that 
the Fruit Union could mate a per­ 
manent success of its Eastern market. 
He and Mr. George W. Ladd, another 
dealer, thought that the paper wrap­ 
ping took away the flavor of the 
' peaches. 
The domestic dealers generally are 
rather alarmed at the glut of grapes 
this year. It seems that the New Jer­ 
sey,‘Hudson ltiver and New York 
State crops are all coming to market 
nt the same time, and it is difficult to 
know what to do with them. 
President Bayles, of the Health 
Board, received a letter the other day 
from the chairman of the New Jersey 
Horticultural Society, warning him 
that certain of the Jersey grapes were 
dangerous to public health. The lat­ 
ter said that these grapes had been 
made “dropsical” by having their 
stalks punctured before the fruit was 
half ripe. The growers have sent the 
fruit to market labelled “choice and 
early grapes,” and the society has 
asked Mr. Bayles to warn people 
against buying them. 
None of the dealers seen by a re­ 
porter of the Herald had come across 
anv bad fruit, and they were inclined 
to look upon the letter as a “scare.” 
MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT. 
Another great branch °f the fruit 
is the Mediterranean business. This 
:s almost exclusively through the 
' of the auctioneer. The season 
for the Almería, or, as they are com­ 
monly called, Malaga grapes, will soon 
begin, but many dealers have been 
obliged to send word to keep back 
these grapes, in order that they may 
not fall upon an already overstocked 
market. 
Last year over 160,000 barrels were 
received and this year the crop lias 
been so fine that there is every pros­ 
pect for the arrival of a still larger 
number. The months of October, 
November and December are the 
great ones for this trade. 
A curious fact of the trade this year 
has been the unparalleled flow of lem­ 
ons from the Mediterranean. Dealers 
have written and rewritten to stop 
them, but until recently they kept ar­ 
riving in vast numbers. Last month 
alone no less than 230,000 boxes of 
lemons arrived from the island of 
Sicily, and when it is remembered 
that there are in all cases 360 lemons 
to a box the demoralization of the 
market is not hard to acconnt for. 
SOME USE FOB LEMONS. 
The lemonade season has pretty 
well fallen through by this time. But 
what are not lemons used for? 
As a gentleman said the other day: 
“Go into any uptown restaurant and 
order dinner. The first thing to be 
brought is a plate of oysters or clams. 
There is a good half lemon to squeeze 
upon them. Then comes soup, and 
there is almost always a slice oflemon 
floating in it. Next fish, and the 
chef has generally decorated the dish 
with pieces of lemon. Entries, meats, 
etc., follow, and nearly all have 
lemon with them somehow.—[New 
York Herald. 
Ttae H o n e s ty o f W o m en . 
Women are being employed more 
and more as book-keepers and cash­ 
iers, and one avowed ground of this 
employment is that they are more 
honest than men. Unquestionably 
they are so up to this time, and it is 
probable that they will have some 
permanent advantage in that way. 
Their moral instincts are somewhat 
higher and their temptations less on 
the side of perilous indulgences. But 
it has been pointed out more than 
once by the more cautious friends of 
women that a good deal of the present 
moral advantages of that sex in mat­ 
ters of honesty comes simply from 
inexperience. They have hitherto had 
bo little to do with the direct handling 
of money that they regard it with 
more reverence than men; the bare 
thought of an irregularity alarms 
them; the conscience is wholly fresh 
and sensitive; they cannot conceive 
how a person can wrong another out 
of & dime and live. Moreover, they 
overrate the difficulties and perils con­ 
sequent upon wrong-doing. A young 
book-keeper told me once that when- 
euer her accounts failed to balance, if 
it were only for a single cent, she felt 
as if a policeman were just coming in 
at the door. It is as we find to be the 
case with lending money—any pru­ 
dent person would rather lend it to a 
woman than to a man, because he 
kpows that the chance of repayment 
is greater. In the present state of 
socnety, a debt of $6 seems a tremen­ 
dous affair to a woman and a very 
small affair to a man; bat let _ that 
woman borrow and repay a few times, 
and the fine edge of sensibility begins 
to wear off precisely os it does 
with a man, but more slowly.—{Har­ 
per's Bazar. 
A N ew fla t f a r F ra g s lu F ra n c e . 
Frog-spearing is a questionable kind 
of amusement which, it appears, is at 
present indulged In by French aristo­ 
cratic idlers who are trying to kill the 
long summer days in country seats. 
The latest instance of this peculiar 
kind of sport took place in the grounds 
of the Chateau of Ballancourt. After 
luncheon a party of “ladies and gen­ 
tlemen” armed with weapons resem­ 
bling crossbows, the arrows being of 
hazel wood with iron lance heads, and 
attached to the bow by silken strings, 
so as to enable the frogs to be hauled 
in, proceeded to the banks of a pond.

At 9 o’clock this morning the Po­ 
mona band paraded Second street to 
Garry, the present starting point of 
the Second-street Railway Company, 
composed of Messrs. Johnson, Lath- 
rop, Crabb, 
H arvey, 
Smith 
and 
Adams, where a large* crowd had as­ 
sembled. Judge Tonner, who is the 
“ Father of Pom ona,” made a few 
rem arks concerning the history of the 
valley up to the present tim e, refer­ 
ring briefly to the original Los Angeles 
Land and Improvement Company, 
which attem pted to build and make 
Pomona a city, but was “ swamped” 
during the stormy times of 1876, when 
the bemking system of the State was 
crushed. 
He complimented 
most 
deservedly the members of the com­ 
pany, mentioning the fact that Messrs. 
C. É . W hite and J. E. McComas, 
who have assisted so largely 
making the present Pomona were 
members 
thereof. 
Judge 
Tonner 
severely rebuked the ridiculous edi­ 
torial in Pomona's “ Daily Effort,” of 
the previous evening, which, with an 
unpardonable effrontery and without 
previously ascertaining facts, gave a 
most gracions and labored insult to 
the remaining four 
street railway 
companies, all of them composed of 
men of sterling worth and wealth. 
The reference to this uncalled-for arti­ 
cle was received by the crowd with a 
spirit plainly m tw ord 
with the 
speaker. 
Tonner closed his remarks by 
reciting the following verses of his 
most beautiful and prophetic poem, 
written in 1875, after which Lyrus 
Burdick, the second settler in the val­ 
ley, was honored by driving a golden 
spike.

Alonzo Coons, agent fer Wells, 
Fargo «¡k Co.’e express, threw the citi­ 
zens of Rakersñeld into sometliiog 
akin to a state of excitem ent on Tues­ 
day by reporting that, lie, as such 
agent, bad received th e papers I f 
which the right of way for the new 
railroad was given across the Tejon 
rancho, the same to be by him placed 
on record. The matter became at once 
the talk of the town, as it was said to 
establish the fact that th e road would 
come to this place and not, as many 
feared, run á few miles away. 
In 
order to arrive at the exact facts 
in 
the, case 
an 
Echo reporter 
went to the Recorder’s office ana was 
there permitted te see the document. 
Although it gives much gratifying in­ 
formation it fails to state what com­ 
pany is to build the road and thus 
renders the mystery that has all along 
clonded the movements of these par­ 
ties. if possible darker than ever. The 
document is drawn by an attorney in 
New York city and begins au follows: 
“ This agreement made this 13th dav 
of July, in the year 1887, hetweea hi. 
K. Beale, of the. city of Washington, 
lhstrict of Columbia, the party off the 
first part and I. R. W ilbur and A. C. 
Pan hell, both of Han Francisco, and 
associates in trust for the company or 
individuals th at are to construct and 
operate a railroad to he built from 
th e vicinity of Mojave to Bakersfield, 
w iteesfetli, etc.” 
This designation 
of parties is m aintained throughout 
th e entire contract. Then follows the 
covenants and conditions. The party 
of the first part agrees 1? give a right 
of way 50 feet on each side of the road, 
* across all her possessions in this 
county. In consideration of which 
th e parties of the second part bind 
them selves and their assignees, to 
construct and equip a railroad “ from 
th e vicinity of Mojave to Bakersfield’ 
w ithin three years: to fence with 
barbed wire said road across the Tejon 
r a n c h o ; to place a depot within three 
miles of the principal residence on 
th e Tejon ran ch o ; to m ake such sub­ 
stantial advancem ent on the first tun­ 
nel within one year from date ae te 
give assurance th a t the said road will 
be completed in three years; to pre­ 
vent the sale of intoxicating liquor, on 
said ranch during the construction of 
•aid road, and some other details 
w ith reference to damages to stock, etc. 
The compact is signed and acknowl­ 
edged in the State of New Jerxey by 
“ M. E. Beale by her attorney, E. i?. 
Beale,” and by I. R. W ilbur for him- 
jm U aad as attorney for Mr. Paolsell. 


There seems to be but one oplnton 
around town an to who is doing this 
work. Everv one believes that Messrs.. 
P a a ls^ a n a ‘WiitoV Bie operating for 
the recently incorporated Ban Fran­ 
cisco and Sa» Joaquin Valley Railroad 
Company and that it, in turn, is but 
an alias for the AtchUon, Topeka and 
Santa Fe. 
W hich side of the South­ 
ern Pacific will be chosen from here 
is, of course, an open question. Both 
the east and west side present many 
advantages and both routes are quite 
w ithin th e rahge of possibilities in the 
near fhtiire. 
Information 
reached 
this office some months ago that a 
gentlem an, residing here, who may 
be considered “ on the inside,” was in­ 
quiring after property in the vicinity 
of Portersville whicn, it was hinted, 
might be taken as an indication that 
the road would go up that way. 
This view is strengthened by the fol­ 
lowing which ,we find in recent ex­ 
changes : 
The Stockton Mail of Tuesday even­ 
ing says: 
“ Messrs. Paulsell, Wilbur 
and others, who recently secured the 
right of way for a railroad from An­ 
tioch to this city and thence to Oak­ 
dale and beyond, have ordered fifty 
road-scrapers to be manufactured at 
the works of G. Leesenden, on Lafa­ 
yette street between California and 
Sutter streets in this city. The scrap­ 
ers are known as the Porteo us im­ 
proved, patented in 1883, and do ex­ 
cellent work. The fifty will be fin­ 
ished and ready for delivery in about 
three weeks, when it is expected that 
work will be b G g u n at once on the 
road.” 
And the Tulare Times reinaks: ‘ A 
party of surveyore, supposed to be in 
the employ at the lately incorporated 
San Francisco and San Joaquin Rail­ 
road Company, who intend building a 
road from Antioch to a place named 
Rogers, between Mojave and Yucca, 
are now running a line from Oakdale 
up the east side of the valley. 
From 
the 
course followed so far it is 
thought they will follow the line sur­ 
veyed years ago for the Stockton and 
Visalia Railroad.”

Kddie Gould is short, rather in­ 
clined to stoutness and very dark 
with straight and heavily-marked eye 
brows.

MODERN EDUCATION. 


T h e I n t e l l e c t C u l t i v a t e d W i t h 
f tp c c ja l P a r p a s e I n V ie w . 
In this country we are laboring with 
great zeal and vast pecuniary re­ 
sources to promote the cause of cul­ 
ture. 
We educate, edrcate, educate, 
as somebody once said we ought to 
d o ; but whether the result is to pro­ 
duce much th at can be called culture 
in any high sense is an open question. 
A criterion may, perhaps, be found 
in a comparison of the rising with 
the now adult generation. 
Are our 
young people showing graces of mind 
and character in 
more abundant 
measure than their parents? 
Are 
their aims higher? Is their language 
better? Are their intellectual occu­ 
pations more serious? 
We do not 
propose to answer these questions 
dogmatically; but this we say, that 
unless there has been an improve­ 
m ent 
in 
these 
several respects, 
a 
vast 
amount 
of 
educa­ 
tional 
effort 
lias 
not 
met 
its 
full reward. 
Speaking broadly, it 
seems to us that the culture of our 
educated classes, or of the classes sup­ 
posed to be educated, leaves much to 
be desired, and we are disposed to 
think one reason of this is that we 
have conceived of education in too 
purely an intellectual sense. We have 
ihought more of sharpening the think­ 
ing faculties than of liberalizing the 
sentiments or softening the manners. 
We have introduced too much of 
rivalry into education, and repre­ 
sented education too much as a fur­ 
ther rivalry in after life. 
We have 
imparted knowledge bui only to a very 
moderate extent succeeded in incul­ 
cating wisdom ; and knowledge with­ 
out wisdom seems poor, thin, and 
something even meaningless. 
We 
need, as it seems to us, to devote 
more consideration 
than we have 
hitherto done 
to 
the 
question: 
W kat is the true idea of human 
life? If we can fix upon the true 
ideal, we can proceed to educate 
towards that, and our work will then 
be directed towards something that is 
an end in itself. The knowledge we 
im part will be held by a different ten­ 
ure and applied in a " different spirit. 
W hat each one knows will be his or 
her equipment toward a worthier ful­ 
fillment of social duties, a worthier 
realization of what is best in himself 
or herself, and not a mere stock 
in trade for the procuring of personal 
gratifications. W hat we would chiefly 
insist upon at present, however, is 
that, were knowledge pursued in a 
right 
spirit, the intellectual 
gain 
would be very great. Minds would 
become more receptive, owing both to 
th e superiority of the motive set bef 
fore them and the higher degree ol 
rationality th a t the whole system of 
human life and thought would as­ 
sume.—[Popular Science. 


CHINA’S GREAT WALL A MYTH. 


Eurprlalag S tatem en ts Made by a 
French M issionary. 
Abbé Larrieu, formerly a mission­ 
ary in China, has published a pam- 
pblfit on the great wall of China, to 
demonstrate th at this structure does 
ao>t exist and has never existed. The 
popular belief is that the waH runs 
for about BOO leagues across China, 
trom the sea to th e province of Kan­ 
ina; that it is wholly constructed of 
put stone, and 
thirty cubits high 
bV twelve broad. 
It is believed to 
ran 
straight 
on 
regardless 
of 
obstacles, going down valleys and up 
mountains without a break, except 
such as time had made, along its 
whole course. This notion originated 
with a Jesuit nam ed Martini, who vis­ 
ited China about 1050, and his de­ 
scription was followed by subsequent 
writers. 
M. Larrieu has lived for 
several years under what would have 
been the shadow of the Great Wall 
had there been o n e ; he has studied the 
writings of recent writers—especially 
Abhe Hue—who have crossed the line 
of the alleged wall in various places ; 
he has likewise studied the C/hinese 
history of the subject, add liis conclu­ 
sions are as follows: (1) The term 
“ Great Wall is a t the bottom of all the 
misunderstanding, and it comes from 
the Chinese expression, “ the wall of 
the ten thousand I i (2) as described 
by Martini and other writers who 
have copied him , this wall does not 
and never did exist; (3) a Chinese 
Emperor undoubtedly did conceive 
the idea of a great wall from the 
Gulf of Liao-Long on the east to 
K*o-9« on the west, and this, th< 
' 
never realizied, had a beginning; (4) 
“ along the proposed line of the wall 
square towers of earth, or of earth 
faced with brich, were constructed at 
considerable 
distances from 
each 
other, but these were never joined to­ 
gether bv any wall as was originally 
intended. 
In some of the defiles 
along the route there are walls, but 
these were intended to close these 
particular passages, or they are mere­ 
ly the walls of villages, and are not 
parts of a larger scheme. Hence the 
only part of the scheme of the Great 
Wall carried out was the construction 
of these scattered towers; the rest 
never went beyond the brain that 
conceived i t ; it was never more than 
a. fancy, and it is now a myth. This 
huge Chinese wall, says Abbe Larrieu, 
is a huge Chinese lie, and as for the 
million soldiers which were said to 
guard it night and day, they are myths 
likewise. The alleged Great Wall is 
a favorite excursion for Europeans 
visiting Pekin, and such a question as 
w hether it exists at all or not should 
be an easy one to settle definitely.— 
[London Times.

BODIES BURIED AT SEA. 


S te a m e r * H a v e IK* f l e a * * o f K e e p ­ 
i n g T h e n . 
W hen a death occurs at sea a cer­ 
tificate is filed containing all informa­ 
tion as to the probable causes which 
produced death, and also as to the 
m anner of disposing of the body. The 
bodies of persons who die at sea are 
kept twenty-four hours. In bygone 
times a superstition prevailed among 
sailors that if a dead body was kept 
aboard a vessel destruction would be 
its inevitable doom, but the notion 
does not exist among modern sailors. 
Monday, August 8th, B. B. Dayton of 
Amboy, New York, while returning 
from abroad on the Cunard steamer 
Etruria, died suddenly and his body 
was buried at sea. The action of the 
officers in thus disposing of the body 
;ave rise to much adverse criticism, 
lome of the passengers said that the 
services were not of a becoming na­ 
ture. Tnis report has reached the 
ears of the dean m an’s wife and fam­ 
ily aud their friends. In order that 
the facto of the cose might be under­ 
stood, the following statement was 
made by the officers of the sh ip ; 
“ The body was discovered dead 
the state-room about 9 o’clock Monday 
evening. 
Immediately the doctor of 
the ship made it ready for burial. 
After the usual preparations were com­ 
pleted the remains were laid out and 
enshrouded with an English flag, be­ 
cause that contains a cross. Tuesday 
morning the body was sewed up in 
canvas and then deposited in 
a 
wooden-box, covered over with the 
flag. 
Solemnly and with’ every evi­ 
dence of respect the remains were 
carried on the shoulders of eight sai­ 
lors to the after-gangway. Chief Offi­ 
cer Seccomb, a humane and Christian 
sailor, had charge of the funeral ar­ 
rangements. 
A few moments after 
8 o’clock Tuesday morning the ship’s 
officers and a lage number of the 
cabin passengers encircled the body 
and the funeral services were con­ 
ducted by a minister, one of the pas­ 
sengers. 
A t their conclusion and 
when the minister read the words, “ I 
now consign this body to the deep,” 
the box, heavily weighted down with 
iron, was slid into the ocean. No 
secrecy prevailed, and everything was 
done in a proper and orderly manner, 
being witnessed by any of the passen­ 
gers who were so desirous.” 
A burial at sea is a solemn and im­ 
pressive event, and not many passen­ 
gers like to witness it. 
A death at 
sea casts a gloom over the rest of the 
passengers, and, naturally enough, 
the officers try to do everything con­ 
nected with the burial with as little 
ostentation and display as possible. 
On every steamer the custom is to 
bury the dead at sea. The captain of 
the ship is the sole arbiter in this 
matter. W henever it is possible the 
body is carried into port, provided the 
officers are convinced that the body 
will be claimed upon its arrival. All 
seamen are firm supporters of the 
theory that all persons dying on the 
high seas, unless a short distance 
from port, should be given up to the 
deep. On a heavily-laden steamer no 
room is provided where a dead l>ody 
could be possibly preserved. 
The 
medicine chest usually carried does 
not contain the necessary articles re­ 
quired to embalm the body. 
The French and White Star lines 
carry metallic coffins, and where the 
friends of a deceased person manifest 
a desire or are anxious to undergo the 
ex]>enee, th e body will be preserved 
and carried to port if it can be done 
without danger to the other passen­ 
gers. 
Numerous cases have occurred 
where men of wealth and distinction 
traveling for their health have been 


buried a t sea simply because they 
were unaccompanied and no evidence 
of who they were could be obtained. 
No law exists, as some steamship men 
claim, that makes It compulsory upon 
the captain of a ehip to bury a dead 
body at sea.—[N. Y. World.
